Sartioularlj liable to be construed to 
[r. Scott's disadvantage. They drank 
together at Mr. Patterson's expense, 
• and though Mr. Scott did not openly 
request his friend to do. the agreeable, 
he gave a very broad hint by "ex- 
pressing regret that he c;ould not get- 
a glass.of ale." .One might suppose — 
if the facts are stated correctly — there 
was so little differenco between tho 
conduct of Mr. Stock and that of Mr. 
Scott that both would be served alike. 
Not so, however. Tho former was un- 
seated and disciuaiilied, and the latter 
allowed to go scot li ce. Thirsty Con 
servative candidates \vill remark the 
advantage of hinting instoad of speak- 
ing right out. Mr, Stock said "bDys, I 
cannot treat; one of you must do it," 
and then took his fatal glass of beer. 
Mr. Scott regretted aldnd that ho 
could not get a glass of ale, drank the 
potion offered by his friend, and walk- 
ed out frm tho Court unscathed by tho 
judgment. The third case is difforont 
from either of those just noted. In 
'•Essex, where-the candidate was Mr, 
Lewis Wigle, no cause for voiding the 
election could bo found in the conduct 
of the candidate himself. But Mr, 
Alfred Wigle, recognised agent of tho 
respondents, partook of a treat given l\v 
a friend during polling hours. I'or 
. this aot of an agent tlie sitting, mem- 
ber was unseated but not disqualified, 
as it was held that tho act was corrupt 
and was performed by a jjer.son for 
for whose act thecandidato was 
responsible. The judgo stated bu- 
fore the delivery of his judg- 
ment that he had consulted with throe 
of his brother judges, and the four 
bad agreed upon the view of tho case 
taken by him. In siiito uf this con- 
currence of opinion, notice of ajipeal 
against tho dcelHion has either been 
given or threatened. The throe cases 
that have been mentioned are interest- 
ing as subjects for study. If judges 
were bound to follow jirecedent, one 
might 1 earn after a while just what 
degree of liberty tho law allows. Mr. 
Stock, jNIr. Scott, and Mr. Wiglo are 
all members of tho ConKervative ]iiirty, 
BO there can be no Buspiciou of nn 
fairness from political motives, (,'andi- 
dates must li'/irn lun lo asi; for Ix.'or 
and drink it \m11i an a-cnt.

remain safe, 'J'hoir jigents can work 
mischief by drinking on polling day, 
and the best plan will 1)0 to luivo no 
agents but total al'staii:cr.-i. .Mr. Wal- 
lace, of Norfolk, was ndt so Uw a.stray 
when ho made up liis mind to havo nn 
agents ut all. Tho election lawi^ have 
' already brought some strango sur- 
prises. There are. enough proti;sts

The Gpod of tlie Earth. 
^ Worm- 

The common earth-worm, tliongh 
apt to be despised and trodden on, is 
reailj a useful creature in its way. 
Mr. Knapp describes it as tho uatifral 
manurer of the soil, consuming on 
the surface the softer parts of decay- 
ed vegetable matters, and conveying 
downwards tho more woody libres, 
which there moulder and fertilize. 
Thoy perforate the earth in all direc- 
tions, thus rendering it permeable by 
air and water, both iudispimsablo to 
vegetable lifo. According to ^Ir. 
Darwin's mode of cxi)ression, they 
give a kind of under-tdiage to tho 
land, performing the same below 
ground that the spade does above for 
the garden, and tho plow for arable 
soil. It is, in consocpionce, chietly uf 
tho natural operations (jf worms that 
liolds which have been overspread with 
lime, burnt marl, or cinders, become 
in process of time covered by a finely 
divided soil, fitted for the support of 
vegetation. The result, though usual- 
ly attributed by farmers to the work- 
ing down of these materials, is ix-;illy 
due to the action of earth-worms, as 
may been seen in the inuunierablo 
' casts' of which the initial soil consists, 
These are obviously produced by the 
digestive proceedings of the worm, 
which take into their intestinal canal a 
large quantity of tho soil in whicli 
they feed and burrow, called casts, 
'In this manner,' says Mr. Urawin, 'a 
field, mannred with marl, has been 
covered, in the course of 80 years, wilb 
a bed of earth averaging 13 inches in 
thickness. '

XjOfsal Procedure Reform* 

Upon looking at, the cviiuiiml prac- 
tice ill force iu the Supreme Cotirl of 
this Province one can readily Roe a 
nmch-needod reform. At prcHont 
there is too much centralization in 
Victoria, which makes it very incon- 
■venient and expensive to parties wish- 
ing to go to law uud defend them- 

H^lven therein, and its etleot upon the 
-whole is a a denial of Justice, as mauy 

•J oasea which with a local administra- 
tiou would have beeu Utigated,are now 
entirely abandoned. What we want 
(jkS this: In all the centres of popula- 
tion—such as Nana! mo. New West- 
minster, Yale, Barkerville, &o., a De- 
puty Registrar of the Supreme Court 
pbould be appointed and supplied 

'•"'tnth blank writs of the Court by the 
Begistrar at Victoria. The moment 
this is done members of the legal pro- 
fession will resort to those places to 
practice. A party then wishing to 
bring a suit will consult a legal gen- 
tleman, who will go to the office of the 
Deputy Eogistrar and issue a writ. It 
is served and the caao goes on to issue. 
The Judge of Assize will come around 
in due time to try the issues, the 
plaintifl' gets his verdict, taxes his 
costs before the Deputy Registrar, en- 
ters his judgment, and issues his exe- 
cution there. All the business con- 
nected with this suit, from beginning 
to end would be in the local ofliee, 
•^od none of the parties put to the ex- 
pense of coming to Victoria. The 
dounty Judges (when they are law- 
jers) might be entrusted with the pow- 
er of making orders for time to plead, 
particulars of debt and set off, and 
. Other Interlooutory orderfi subject to 
appeal to a Judge at Victoria. Should 
jBiy qoestion of lav arise by demurrer 
on the txial, or any motion for a new 

. '^idal! beeome necesBazy, all this would 
have to be i^one before the fall Court 
in tsrm at Victoria. The efifeot of such 
reform would be to build up a local 
bar, which could be consulted at home 
by the public. The convenience to 
the public in having tlieir business 
. transacted at home in the saving of 
expense would be very groat, anrl the 
amount of rights enforced which !uo 
^ow abandoned would bo very consi- 
derable. The spirit of liberty and iu- 
depondeucc wliieh home aclniinistra- 
tion always fosters and wliicli are so 
necesfjary under our form of Respon- 
sible Government would be very much 
ctrerigthened. Let theie be only one 
town in which business can be irnn- 
sacted and it will be to British Colum- 
bia as Paris is to France. In all free 
countries local administration.q i^re- 
vail. In England thor have local 
municipalities, poor law.s, chnrchwar 
dens and local coriinrations, ^hirh 
keep alive the apark of lilievty and in- 
dependence throughout the whole 
kingdom. In every county, city.town, 
village, and hamlet there is a munici- 
rality, and in every county town there 
is a de]:)uty clerk of the Ciowu who 
issues writs from the Supreme Court. 
Ijocnl bars prevail with the local ad- 
ministration of Juatico. In fact, the 
law, which is for the people, is tliere 
brought within their reach. Should 
our Government think proper to lake 
a lesson from Ontario (and why not, 
seeing that tlireo of theiu ai'o from thai 
Province and settlers aie pourin^^ in 
from there) they will at once set about 
a scheme to confer this boon upon the 
Province at large. Victoria herself 
naed not fear having rival juri^,di(•tion'^ 
set up throughout iIjc Province What- 
ever conduces to tin- I'cnclil ul' tiie 
Province at huge mu.st in the end help 
her — the chief seat of commerce Jetu-n- 
ing, legislation and of adpiflfstering 
the law. Here the lavyyefs will reside 
■who upon call can go to any assi/es 
to act A% counsel. Should a law 
question arise they must iio dispostul 
of here, and niiiny suit.'i that are now 
still-born would be carried on, thus 
securing justice for the inhabitants 
and giving employment to our lawyers 
in drafting, pleading.', ar;.;uini,' before 
the Qourts, and couteniling therein 
at the PiDvinc.'ial Assizes. Another 
clasH of businesH would arise to the 
lawyora— that of agency for the Phj- 
Tincial attorneys, which would he remu- 
merative, as theio would necessarily 
be intcrlocutorioH applicntions, and 
attorney's buHines.s, deinurrei's, etc. , 
which wmild have to bo disposed of 
hero. In fvondon, Mni^land, and iu 
Toronl(j. tliis i.s a large business. To 
secure the proposed reform all tliat is 
necessary is a little work by the legal 
h(:ad of the Govoruraent to frame his 
schomo and have it carried throujjh tdo 
ilouso.
